where they are to save those nations 
from the perils of democracy, or rath­ 
er an extreme kind of democracy call­ 
ed communism.

tators are the last resort against the

So if things go from bad to worse in 
America and we are threatened to be 
engulfed by a wave of too much demo­ 
cracy, believe it or not. you yourselves 
will be inviting someone to become 
dictators.
